For New ‘Army’ Cold 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—(@)— 
Wintry blasts delayed mobilization 
today of a new “Coxey's army” of 
unemployed for a march on Wash- 
ington.

MUST STOP GANGS 


Hoover Says Federal) 


Forces Should Be Left 
Free To Deal With Boot- 
legging, Racketeering. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER, 
United Press Staff Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—(UP) 

An appeal from the White House to- 
day to local communities to shoulder 
the task of suppressing their racket- 
eers and criminals sounded the key 
of President Hoover’s policy in deal- 
ing not only with this major crime 
problem, but with the troublesome 
prohibition question. 

As with crime, it is President Hoo- 
ver’'s hope that the states will take 
care of local prohibition troubles, 
leaving the federal government to con- 
centrate on interstate and larger com- 
mercial bootlegging. 

“What we need,” President Hoo- 
ver said today, “is a more widespread 
public awakening to the failure of 
some local governments’ to _ protect 
their citizens from murder, racketeer- 
ing, corruption and other crimes, and 


of these localities that are today 
making a courageous battle to clean 
up these places.” 

The Wickershaw law enforcement 
commission, struggling with the en- 
tangled problems of crime and pro- 
hibition, has not yet closed the door 
against a recommendation for repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment nor 
against a recommendation for chang- 
ing the alcoholic content under the 
Volstead act to permit beer, it was 
learned. 

However, prevailing opinion here is 
that no repeal will be recommended. 
Guessing is divided as to the beer 
recommendation. The commission is 
approaching the whole problem from 
the aspect of obtaining better law 
enforcement and of reducing the rack- 
eteering which it has found to be in- 
volved in prohibition violations, in- 
cluding beer and wine traffic. 

The commission is engaged in a 
study of rackets and expects to re- 
port on them after the prohibition 
report is completed.

In- 
dicating the huge size to which Chi- 
cago racketeering has grown, the gov- 
ernment contended in this case that 
Guzik had an income of $1,000,000 
a year from 1927 to 1929.

“I am confident that the board's 
promised aid will be afforded Fulton 
county,” Mr. Stewart said. 

The road is to be widened from its 
present 18 to 22 feet to a width of 
40 feet, with a non-skid asphaltic top 
over the concrete, Mr. Stewart said. 
The cost of the project will be approx- 
imately $100,000. 

Important 1930 projects recently 
completed by the Fulton county board 
include the opening to traffic of North 
Side drive, West Peachtree and East 
Main street in College Park, and work 
now being done in building a 30-foot 
concrete road from Virginia avenue to 
the Candler field hangars and thea 
grading of the field proper. The grad- 
ing 18 almost finished.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 25.— 
(NANA)—The uncertainties of mod- 
ern football were never better illus- 

trated than on Saturday. 

Who could have anticipated that 
Harvard would defeat Yale 13-0, New 
Hampshire beat Brown 7-0, or Villa- 
nova defeat Georgetown 13-0? 

On comparative scores the losers 
in each case looked the stronger, but 
comparative scores count for little in 
present day football. Take the Har- 
vard-Yale game, Strange as it may 
sound, the ‘lateral pass won the game 
for Hlarvard and yet the Crimson 
tried only one lateral to the short 
side for a gain of three or four yards, 

My statement that the lateral pass 
won the game for Harvard needs some 
explanation. For the last three years 
IIarvard has been the leading expon- 
ent of the Jateral pass. Yale knows 
this, so the Yale defense was built 
against the lateral. 

The Yale wing backs played wide 
and fairly close to the line, where 
they were in splendid position to stop 
the expected lateral attack, but not 
in such a good position to protect 
against a deep forward pass. Harvard 
very cleverly faked a lateral. ‘This 
fake kept the Yale backs in position, 
and then Wood passed deep down- 
field, 

Harvard had three men ready to 
receive Wood's accurate passes, and 
of course it was impossible for the 
Yale safety man to take care of so 
many. ‘The Crimson’s deep passing 
game was an exact counterpart of the 
Michigan style of play. Michigan has
